Increase in fly tipping 

SOMERSET Waste Partnership has reported fly-tip- 
ping outside the gates of recycling sites which are 
now closed for two days a week, following county 
council cutbacks. 

Inspection of the illegally dumped waste identified 
items from Somerset companies. As a first step, SWP 
is writing to the companies to warn them of the con¬ 
sequences of fly-tipping. 

Business rates do not cover rubbish and recycling 
collections and businesses must make their own 
arrangements with a registered waste carrier or by 
delivering to a permitted site. 

SWP Managing Director Steve Read said: "We ap¬ 
preciate there are lots of burdens on local busi¬ 
nesses but, together with householders, we all have 
a duty of care in relation to the waste we produce." 

Fly-tipping is a crime punishable by law. There are 
penalties of up to £5,000 if firms fail to check that 
that their waste carrier has a licence or that their 
waste is going to a licensed site. 

Police seek youth opinions 

LOCAL young people are being given the opportu¬ 
nity to have their say about the police with the first 
ever online youth survey by Avon and Somerset 
Constabulary. 

Inspector Paul Cox said:"This survey is a chance for 
the young people of Avon and Somerset to log-on 
and tell us what they think about the police, what 
we do well and where they think we need to im¬ 
prove. 

"The survey will give 13-19 year olds from across 
the force area the opportunity to make a positive 
difference to how we do things in the future." 

The online survey includes 20 questions which 
look at policing issues, how safe young people feel 
and what kind of information they would like to re¬ 
ceive from the police. It will run from now until June 
29th 2011. 

All entrants who provide their email address will 
also be automatically entered into a prize draw to 
win a Wii or one of two iPod Shuffles. Entrants will 
also get a copy of a report of the results of the sur¬ 
vey.

SOUTH Petherton based company Avon Bulbs have just 
been filmed by the BBC in preparation for their 25th year 
at the Royal Horticultural Society Chelsea Flower Show, 
where they have won a total of 23 gold medals and one 
silver gilt. 

This year’s weather conditions are providing a tough 
challenge for the experienced growers in their anniversary 
year and they are working hard to bring home the gold 
once more. 

There has always been a great deal of prestige involved 
in attending the RHS flower shows and none more so than 
at Chelsea. To have 23 gold medals at this most presti¬ 
gious event is nothing short of extraordinary particularly 
from a small, family run business. 

Avon Bulbs was originally established by Walter Stagg 
in 1975 near Bath. Chris Ireland-Jones bought him out 
1987and moved the company to its present location, near 
South Petherton, attending his first Chelsea only four days 
after buying the business. Fortunately he had the support 
of head nurseryman, Alan Street, who had worked with 
Avon Bulbs from its beginning and already won several 
gold medals at Chelsea under the previous owner. 

Mr Ireland-Jones explained: “Alan is responsible for the 
design and layout of the stand and has a fantastic eye for 
detail, and all the shape and colour combinations. 

“Getting 23 gold medals out of a possible 24 is an amaz¬ 
ing achievement, especially given the small size of our 
company. We only have three full time nursery staff and 
a few helpers, so it is a testament to their hard work and 
dedication to maintain such a high standard.” 

The only year the company failed to win gold, settling 
instead for a silver gilt, was in 1992, the year that Chris 
and his wife Caroline were married. They blamed the hot 
dry spring, rather than their nuptials for the slight lapse 
in standards. 

This year, growing conditions have been particularly 
difficult, with the dry and unseasonably warm spring 
bringing the plants on far more than is usual, especially 
as the dates for Chelsea are late into May this year. 

This has made things difficult for the team to maintain 
plants in optimum condition, with only half the usual rain¬ 
fall for this year and the warmest and driest April on 
record. 


Mr Street said the only way they could stop the bulbs 
peaking too soon was to keep them in a cold store at 
around two degrees Celsius. 

“It is not easy to win 23 gold medals and it takes a great 
deal of hard work and dedication, with everyone pulling 
their weight. It is both an art form and a science. We may 
pot up around 500 alliums, just to get the 150 perfect 
specimens we need. We will be taking over a hundred va¬ 
rieties of flowering bulbs with us, from tulips to orchids, 
representing around 1,000 pots which get taken up in two 
lorries on Thursday and Saturday.” 

Avon Bulbs has expanded from just using one cold 
store to now having three and this year have had to over¬ 
flow into a local asparagus farm’s facilities down the road 
to accommodate over two thousand pots. 


This year’s stand will feature an amazing sculpture by 
Ruth Moilliet, a fine art graduate from Ramsbottom, Lan¬ 
cashire. As a centrepiece the work entitled “Pollination”is 
a huge allium like ball, made from stainless steel and an¬ 
odised aluminium. It was completed over six months last 
year and features a layered array of flowers, such as aqui- 
legia, aubrietia, Michaelmas daisies and forget-me-nots, 
plus butterflies and bees. 

Mr Ireland-Jones commented:”We’d love to win an¬ 
other gold in our silver jubilee year that would be a real 
achievement. There is always more to learn and chal¬ 
lenges to overcome, none greater than the current weather 
conditions, but we get a real buzz out of showing and 
when we get a great reaction from the public it tugs at the 
heart and you know the effort has been worthwhile.”

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LibDems still in control, but six 
seats down in district elections 


COUNCIL elections in South Som¬ 
erset on Thursday May 5th resulted 
in no overall change in political con¬ 
trol of South Somerset District 
Council. 

The Liberal Democrats remain the 
largest group on the council, al¬ 
though they suffered the loss of six 
seats and now hold 31 of the total 
60. 

In Chard, Avishayes ward was re¬ 
tained by Lib Dem Nigel Mermegan, 
Combe ward stayed with Conserva¬ 
tive Martin Wale and Crimchard 
voted to keep LibDem Jenny Ken¬ 
ton. 

In Holyrood ward new candidate, 
Conservative Brennie Halse took the 
seat ahead of LibDem Garry Short- 
land with 464 votes to his 440 and 
Jocelyn was kept by Independent 
Dave Bulmer who had 696 votes 
against his only rival, Lib Dem 
Abdul Bostan with 147 votes. An¬ 
drew Turpin was re-elected for Tat- 
worth and Forton. 

In Crewkerne all three district 
council seats went with the LibDems 
and familiar faces, Mike Best, John 
Dyke and Angie Singleton. 

The two South Petherton seats 
went to the Conservatives, Paul 
Thompson and Barry Walker. Parrett 
ward re-elected LibDem Ric Pallis-

ter and Eggwood went to LibDem 
Paul Maxwell. 

Ilminster re-elected LibDems 
Carol Goodall and Kim Turner for 
their district councillors. Linda Vijeh 
stays for Neroche ward, while Wind- 
whistle ward was won by Conserva¬ 
tive Sue Osborne, who was recently 
a strong voice for the tenant farmers 
of the county farms. She deposed 
LibDem Robin Munday. 

Summary for South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council: 

Liberal Democrat seats - 31 - (loss of 
six seats). 

Conservative seats - 25 - (gain of 
eight seats). 

Independent seats - four - (loss of

The district turnout was 47.66 per 
cent, up on 2007 when it was only 
39.90 per cent.

Crewkerne Town Council is a mix 
of old and new faces and despite the 
efforts of local Conservatives to gain 
the majority they ended up with a 
smaller group than prior to the elec¬ 
tion. 

The new line-up is Sylvia Allman 
LibDem, Mike Best LibDem, Ron 
and Teresa Bond Conservative, Jo 
Dawson Lib Dem, Margaret Hen- 
nessy LibDem, Rusty Jackson Lib¬ 
Dem, Robin Pailthorpe LibDem, 
Angie Singleton LibDem, Andrea 
Stuart LibDem, Neil Sturtivant Lib- 
dem and Sue White who left the 
Conservatives and became a Lib¬ 
Dem. 

In Ilminster the town council was 
uncontested and they are seeking 
two more councillors for co-option. 


Proposals for libraries 


SOMERSET County Council has 
announced that an extra £30,000 is 
now available to support Somerset 
communities interested in running 
threatened libraries, while the re¬ 
mainder will have opening hours re¬ 
duced from October 1st. 

The extra money was revealed by 
Councillor Christine Lawrence, cab¬ 
inet member for community serv¬ 
ices, as part of her decision to take 
forward savings proposals agreed by 
the council’s cabinet in February, to 
make a 25 per cent reduction in the 
Library Service budget. 

The money can be used to provide 
one-off grants of up to £5,000 to 
communities that commit them¬ 
selves to running or supporting li¬ 
braries that may no longer be funded 
by the council. One such library is 
South Petherton, subject to a deci¬ 
sion later this month. 

Six of the county’s 34 libraries 
could be offered to their communi¬ 
ties to run in October, with a further 


five libraries offered next April. The 
additional £30,000 has come from 
savings identified after consideration 
of proposals put forward by the 
Friends of Glastonbury/Somerset Li¬ 
braries. 

Councillor Lawrence said: “There 
have been positive discussions with 
many communities and we hope that 
the extra funding will help turn dis¬ 
cussions into practical solutions. 

“As with all services, the decision 
to reduce budgets for libraries has 
been very tough but is necessary be¬ 
cause of the council’s financial posi¬ 
tion. We need to provide the best 
service we can within the resources 
we have.” 

Following the decision to take for¬ 
ward the savings proposals agreed 
by cabinet, Councillor Lawrence 
also decided to implement a 20 per 
cent reduction in opening hours for 
23 Somerset libraries. 

Chard, Crewkerne and Ilminster li¬ 
braries all face a 20 per cent reduc¬ 


tion in hours from October 1st if the 
proposals go ahead. 

Chard will close on a Tuesday, the 
day surveyed to be the quietest, gain 
half an hour on Monday, closing at 
5.30pm and lose the half hour on 
Thurday, closing at 5.30pm. 

As the building also houses a coun¬ 
cil information point, it is due to 
have self service facilities installed 
in 2012. 

Crewkerne will also have a 20 per 
cent cut and be closed on Mondays 
with a half hour reduction on Satur¬ 
day, closing at 12.30pm. The town 
council requested it stay open on 
Wednesdays to coincide with the 
weekly market which, it is hoped, 
will be improved. 

Ilminster will lose Mondays but be 
open on Wednesdays from 9.30am 
until 2pm and Saturday for an extra 
half hour, closing at 1pm. This was 
to retain some lunchtime opening as 
requested by several users. 


Ambulance flies 8,000th mission 


DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance has completed 
its 8,000th mission since its launch in March, 2000. 
The milestone call-out was to take an 18-month-old 
burns victim from Shaftesbury to Salisbury District 
Hospital, which has a specialist burns unit. 

During 2010, the Air Ambulance attended 788 inci¬ 
dents, 51 per cent of them (403) in Dorset and 46 per 
cent in Somerset (360), with the rest crossing county 
borders into Devon and Wiltshire. The busiest month 
was May, with 92 call-outs, followed by August with 75 
emergencies and July with 74. The busiest day of the 
week was Sunday. 

DSAA Chief Executive Officer Bill Sivewright said: 
"Everyone of the missions we fly is the result of some¬ 
body suffering a potentially life-threatening injury or 
accident. So, we are not celebrating this milestone. 

"We have helped to save countless lives over the 
years because we can reach any part of the two coun¬ 
ties in 19 minutes and we know that patients who re¬ 
ceive treatment within the first hour - the'Golden Hour' 


as it's known - have a much better chance of survival. 

"The 8,000 call outs in 10 years clearly demonstrates 
the need for our Air Ambulance. The funds raised by the 
people of Dorset and Somerset have, of course, been 
vital to delivering the service and we are grateful to 
them for their generous support. 

"We rely entirely on donations to raise the £3,800 a 
day cost of keeping our helicopter flying and we do not 
receive any direct Government or National Lottery 
funding." 

A major fundraising event for the charity is being held 
in June with a cycle ride from the Somerset coast to the 
Dorset coast as part of National Bike Week. 

The Coast 2 Coast (C2C) ride will take place on Sunday 
June 19th starting in the Somerset port of Watchet, and 
finishing in West Bay, near Bridport.

Students make their mark

GIFTED and talented students from Maiden Beech 
School have teamed up with the National Trust for a 
unique project. 

The Crewkerne year seven and eight schoolchildren 
are busy working with stonemason Tom Clarke, from 
Martock, to design relief work which will be incorpo¬ 
rated into hamstone way markers at Barrington Court 
near llminster. 

The National Trust sponsored project is linked to their 
aspirations for more community involvement and to 
open up the countryside. 

Twelve pupils led by teacher Viv Jeffery, who were 
chosen for their particular artistic aptitude, regardless of 
their level of academic prowess, were initially invited 


to visit the property and seek inspiration from the sur¬ 
roundings. The second stage for the project was to draw 
a design incorporating aspects of what they had seen on¬ 
site and subtly including a direction arrow of some kind. 

Paul Richards who made the contact with Matthew Ap¬ 
plegate at Barrington Court on behalf of the school said 
the way the children had been inspired by the grounds 
had been very interesting. The magnificent oak trees had 
been a huge influence leading to oak leaf and acom de¬ 
signs, others picked up on the bee-keeping at the court 
and in another direction one young man had seen a 


cricket match being played and his design involved the 
stumps. 

Next they transferred their two dimensional design into 
a 3D relief in clay and this week they have visited the 
stonemason’s studio to begin carving. 

The school is very excited about being involved with 
other members of the community and the cross curricu¬ 
lar opportunity for study such projects offer to the stu¬ 
dents. 

A grand opening of the way marked trail is planned 
for mid June.

CHAIRMAN of South Petherton carnival committee Dave Williams stepped 
into the breach four years ago when the village was about to lose the event 
due to lack of organisers. Now despite a daily commute to Bristol which 
gives him little spare time, he still strongly supports the annual carnival 
which he believes an important part of village life. Dave moved from Berk¬ 
shire 20 years ago to work in the area and despite that particular job not 
working out long term, he loves South Petherton and would not want to 
live anywhere else. He now works for Autologic, a major importer of cars 
from a variety of well- known manufacturers, as an inspector making sure 
each vehicle is the right specification for the dealer to which it will move 
on to, for sale to the public. 


• HOW did you become involved in 
carnival? 

Because it was going to die and I drink in 
the Brewers Arms who are very inolved. 
The previous chairman John had held 
on longer than he wanted to and there 
were notices up all around the village. 

I had stayed back because of where I 
work, I have to leave at 5am and I am not 
home until 7pm but when the crucial 
meeting was about to be held in the 
Blake Hall, John was outside saying there 
was no point going in as no one had 
come forward and I said I would do it. 

• WHAT do you like about South 
Petherton? 

It is a nice community, very self-con¬ 
tained for a little village and there is not 
much you have to leave for. We have 
shops that even some big towns don't, 
like our own wet fish. 

I get on with everyone here, when I 
lived in Berkshire there was always a lot 
of point scoring going on, especially in 
the pubs. My car is bigger than yours, 
that kind of thing. You don't get that 
here, it's much more relaxed and a great 
place to bring up our two daughters. 

• WHAT do you like most about the 
carnival? 

As soon as you take it on you realise you 
have to be thick skinned but the enjoy¬ 
ment you see all those little ones getting 
on that Saturday night is worth it. There 
is the money we raise for good causes of 
course, but for me it's seeing the looks 
on all those little faces. 

• ARE you still short of helpers? 

Yes we always need more, there are ac¬ 
tually 14 people on the committee and 
all full of good intention but they can't 
all be there at the same time. For in¬ 
stance for the duck race at Easter week¬ 
end (see page 12) some were abroad or 
working, that's just how it is. I missed my 
chance when I went to the annual parish 
meeting and some of the councillors 
stepped down, I gave them a vote of 
thanks but forgot to suggest they may 
have more time to help the carnival 
committee. 

• DO you have any other hobbies or 
pastimes? 

Many moons ago I used to play golf and 
photography was my hobby but I don't 
really have time at the moment. If I win 
the lottery that's what I would do, pho¬ 
tography and golf and I promised myself 
a vintage or classic car one day to tinker 
with. 

• IF money was no object what car 
would you choose? 

I would love one of the old post war Ri¬ 


leys, they have such nice lines. The old 
RME style, late forties, early fifties. I'd love 
to strip one down and rebuild and re¬ 
store it. 

• HAVE you always been interested in 
engineering? 

I was a services telecommunications and 
radar engineer in the army for 16 years. I 
ended up on secondment in the Middle 
East. While I was there I was asked to 
work as a contract officer in the Sul¬ 
tanate of Oman. That was the only time I 
got a letter from the Queen, stating I was 
permitted to wear the medals you get 
for being out there. 

• IT may surprise people that you 
want to live here 

Being in the army I did a few stints in 
Germany and I did like the heat, a few 
years ago I might have liked to move 
abroad but not now, just take more hol¬ 
idays. I have seen a fair bit of the world 
and there is not much to beat Petherton. 
It does seem a lot of Pethertonians have 
seen the world and settled here, it's only 
those that have never left that don't ap¬ 
preciate what they have. 

• IF you were on a desert island what 
would be your three essentials? 

I'd want to stay in touch with the world 
so I would like a short wave radio for the 
World Service. Would I want a computer? 
Absolutely not, but I would like some 
kind of a wind up music library. Thirdly I 
would like a camera.

redness, Lesley started to feel tired in April and, fol¬ 
lowing a visit to an osteopath for what she thought 
was a stiff neck, she had to call an ambulance the fol¬ 
lowing day when her muscles started to spasm. 

"She went to hospital on a Wednesday and by Fri¬ 
day she had been confirmed as having bacterial 
meningitis combined with other problems. 

"A scan revealed abscesses on her spine in the neck 
and she was transferred to Frenchay Hospital at Bris¬ 
tol. An operation was performed, after she was told 
that if it went wrong she could end up partially 
paralysed or blind. 

"Now, a fortnight after transferring to Frenchay, 
Lesley has been told she is still not'out of the woods' 
but they are pleased with the progress she has 
made. She has at least another week at Bristol, and 
another couple of weeks under medical care, possi¬ 
bly at Yeovil if a bed can be found for her. 

"It has been confirmed by the specialists at Fren¬ 
chay that the most likely cause is the nail that she 
trod on - but she did not have antibiotics then as her 
tetanus was up to date and no swelling showed. She 
nearly lost her life and certainly will not return to her 
teaching job in the next few weeks - all because of a 
nail. 

"For those who have rung to ask after her, she is 
making slow progress and hopes to make a full re¬ 
covery in the future."

THE more one stops at farms on the side of the road, the more one realises the value and quality of 
food one can purchase. In the last fortnight, I bought a dozen farm fresh eggs from a farm in Merriott 
for - wait for it - £1! That's incredible value for possibly the most versatile food stuff imaginable. 

Invariably, when the cupboard is bare, I can normally scratch together a few eggs to make that most 
paradoxical of food; the French Omelette. Paradoxical because it's a dish that can be brought together 
as a last resort when just about everything else in the store has gone, yet - when done properly - presents 
one of the most heavenly and satisfying of meals. 

The Omelette genus contains a vast variety of sub-species. In Iran, omelettes always contain tomato; 
the American southwest omelette has diced ham, onions and green bell peppers as integral parts of 
the mix; the Italians produce the fantastic frittata variety, which is open faced and can be served in cold 
slices as a lunch box staple; and the Spanish omelette, often called a Tortilla, contains potatoes for a 
much more substantial offering. 

Yet in my humble opinion, the French omelette is quite literally the piece de resistance. If you can cook 
this, then you always be able to whip together, quite literally, a respectable and desirable meal. 

To prepare a French Omelette you need a 20cm frying pan with fairly steep sides (so called omelette 
pans are available, but don't be sucked in by the need to purchase one by name), a bowl, a mettle spoon, 
a whisk, three eggs, a little oil, and some seasoning. Note the importance of a mettle spoon, thus mean¬ 
ing that a non-stick pan is desirable. 

Firstly, beat the eggs well in the bowl and season well. You are not aiming for froth, but certainly well 
combined. Next, heat the oil in your pan to a high temperature. At this point, traditionalists will shout! 
"Oh, not - clarified butter, please!". Yes, one normally used clarified butter, which can be heated to a 
very high temperature without smoking, but assuming you don't want the bother, oil will do fine. I 
prefer a mild olive. 

The key to your success is cooking the omelette quickly. So when you pan is very hot add your eggs 
and count to 10. At this point, the bottom should start to set, but not brown. Now tip your 45 degrees 
to the right, and start to pull the liquid egg collected into the centre. After a couple seconds of this, re¬ 
peat the process by tipping the pan to the left. Continue with speed, brining the eggs into the centre 
with a mettle spoon so you end up with a layered Omelette the width of about one third of your pan. 
This should take about 1 to 2 minutes maximum. 

The French say that if an omelette looks perfect it probably isn't, so don't be scared to handle your 
egg with authority. Your finished product, to be served with a simple side salad, should be a yellow- 
golden and not at all browned. Cheap, easy and satisfying - fast food at it's very best.

MOTORISTS are foregoing style, size and colour 
when it comes to buying a car, opting instead to 
search for the most economical car within their 
budget, research by Carmony.co.uk has revealed. In¬ 
terestingly, petrol electric hybrid cars proved very 
popular with searches increasing by 32% year on 
year.

"He's a quite capable jumper, but the winner is an 
improving horse so whether he would have won the 
race is debatable, but he would have certainly been 
a lot closer."

I am a Sam fan actually, and I don't think his critics gave him 
enough credit for his hard work holding up and winning balls 
particularly in the air, but I have to agree his marksmanship was 
poor. 


Howeverthe main culprit must be Andy Williams who joined 
from Bristol Rovers last summer. Whilst he has scored six times 
this season in 37 matches his goals and opportunities ratio is 
appalling, particularly at home since the New Year. 

The club must also be worried about the declining gates; the 
average of4,250 is lower than the last season in the Conference 
(4,741), and next year sadly they will miss the possible draw of 
local derbies against Plymouth Argyle, Bristol Rovers and Swin¬ 
don Town, who were all relegated. 

One local journalist speculated that perhaps the fans would 
rather watch a successful side playing in the Conference, rather 
than the likes of Southampton, Sheffield Wednesday and Charl¬ 
ton, all former Premiership clubs. 

I think the dwindling gates, despite a recovery from being 
rock bottom of the league at Christmas, are because the fans 
are not happy with Skiverton's style of play. There have been 
some awful displays at home in recent times, and I believe that 
this has meant that the floating fans have kept their money in 
their pockets. 

Unable to travel away to away matches, I am of course not in 
a position to comment on the team's performances, but the 
statistics are very similar to those at home, and as good if not 
better than some of the teams in the play-offs. 

So if you can play well away Skivvo, how about doing it at 
home as well? The crowds were bigger in the Conference be¬ 
cause the side was more successful and because they played 
with flair and tempo. 

That would help swell the club's coffers and keep miserable 
old gits like me happy!
